That is, new claims 12-24 claim vehicle 
transmission/reception means and user transmission /reception means are associated wi th grouped eleme nts. Regarding applicant* s 
argument (lines 21-24, page 10), the examiner maintains that Yamamoto teaches de-spreading a response signal received (Fig. 1, col. 4 
lines 8-12, despreading the code upon synchronization associated with correlation near unity 1) unless a pseudo-random code carried by 
the response signal is not synchronized in substantial correlation with a corresponding pseudo-random code stored in the vehicle 
memory means (fig. 1 , correlation value is near one before decoding).
